Ilidebonnd and Iroubouad. 

The commerco ol this Colony has loni,' 
been ' bidobonnd,' but it is now ' wired 
and Pealed.' It is not long Binoe we 
drew Ihe atteniion of oor readers to the 
injury being done to our trade by a re- 
cent Cusloms regalatioa adopted by the 
United Slates Government, whereby 
goods coming ap on the San Francisco 
orPortlaod Btearaera for iho Sound hme 
to be • wired and sealed ' before the 
Bteamer bringing them can be perrailted 
to tonob here previous to going over to 
FogetSoond. The practiual result ol 
this, as is known, la thaj these steamers 
call at tb« porta on Paget Sound first, 
talcing our mails, paseengers, and 
freight round with them, tiiereby vir- 
tualiy doubling the distance between this 
Colony and San Francisco or Portlaiul, 
as the case naay be. Tnia * wiring and 
sealing 'has to as a symbolio, a« well 
as a literal signification. Under its 
baneful operations not only are the 
pnckagcB bound wiih wire and placed 
under the cCDciol seal of a foreiE'i pow- 
er, but iu a far bruuder ►■uii'*", we (ear, 
the commerce of thu Colony is placed 
under disabilities but tO" liuincrly pru- 
figurod by the iron bamls ior^id tirouud 
the packag'is. Such a regulation may 
possibly be doonned lef^itimate and nee- 
esHary by the United Suites Govemmeoi ; 
but one ciin, with ditiicnliy, roliain from 
goppectinp ibat 'There's maliCL" iii't.' 
Well, what is to be done'/ Indulge in 
reprisals wo cannot. Tu»t is a game 
at which wc a-e too weak to play 
■with any hope ot succens. There is a 
remedy, an «£Feoiife remedy, and one 
which we cannot but ihii.k lies quite 
within the scope ot possibility, if our 
people only possess I be courage and seU- 
reliance to apply it. Thai remedy is to 
be locnd in the establiehment of direct 
steam commuQicalion. ench as sball be 
under the control and'conducled in the 
interest of the Colony. The Oreijon 
trade ou<^lii to be sutticient to empL-y a 
steamer, provided our merchants would 
combiiiolo give such a B'eatner their 
exclusive pairouago. 'I'bo trade bo- 
twocn here and San Frauciaco is possi- 
bly too small at present to maintain a 
direct steamer, unassisted by any muil 
subsidy) A moderate eniimaie would 
pi ice the up-iroight at five thousand 
tons, and tbe down freight at one thou- 
sand tons a year. Six ihoosand tons at 
$6 a ton would produce $86,000 a-yea.-. 
It would be a moderate estimate, we 
Imagine, to average the passengers at 
40 cabin and 10 Hleerage each way, per 
trip. The present rales are, we be- 
lieve, 845 for cabin, and $20 for steer- 
age; but as one irapor aQt object m 
view is to so reduce rates as to induce 
immigration, wo will put tho cabin at 
820 and the steerage at SIO for our 
present purpose. This would give 
81,800 lor each trip, or, allowing a trip 
e?er^ three weeks, there would be deriv. 
able Irom this source 830,600 for .the yenr; 
or from both source- 8t>6,600 t.>year. Now, 
without profeasing to koow very macb about 
the eipenae ol running a «le»nier between 
here and San Franei»co, *e are greuily di^- 
poied to thiuk that «jHy-<ix ihouaand ^ix 
hundred dollars would not lall vary muca 
short of a paying figore. Bot if to thi« bu 
added a libaral Ru'ifidy lor com veyniru of 
miilii, 11 IS beyood reasonablu doubt ilutK 
• learner ad.ipied to ibu roule would puy well 
from llio very flrnt. *Ve will doubtleaH be 
told that ii ii eiuipte naal'er lo mukesncli 
oalouliiiona oo paper; but tliat wlien llie 
BOheme curaus to be worked out gnive dilli- 
cultles present themselves.
